1. IN WAKE OF "WAVE' OF ARAB TERRORISM, EDITORIALS CRITICIZE 
GREEK AUTHORITIES FOR LETTING ARAB TERRORIST GO UNPUNISHED 
DA VAR COMMENTATOR BELIEVES THAT SOVIET-AMERICAN COMMUNIQUE'S

ARAB TERRORISTS TO RESUME HOSTILITIES. WASHINGTON CORRESPON-
